-Þ this, That the two Potent Armies of France and Holland be- 
fieged Lovane in Brabant : In tais Summer, the Plague, which then 
was yery Malignant and Peſtifential, and begun to be bad in Ne- 
viomagenſis , by the coming .of the two "Armies : the «cure. of 
this Diſeaſe, by reaſon of the Newneſs of it , was difficult at the 
firk : but not long after we found , in that Plague , that let- 
ins of blood was very good for the Sickneſs. About the end of 
September this Feaver was much abated, fo that fewer then fell ſick 
of it : but, inmoſt of thoſe whowere lick'of this Dfſtempetr,. had 
Red and Purple Spots. Atthe end of Ofober many were ſick with- 
out theſe Spots, and died in two dayes : then letting of Blood was 
very hurtful : at November it began to be very bad.

I asked her how ſhe could poſſibly know that, when as ſhe now li« 
veth ſo far off? I ſaw, faid ſhe, upon the floor in his houſe; at the

pened the door ; which f1sht was very frequently ſeen by me, and 
very- troubleſome to me. Bat whoſoever's ghoſt I ſaw without a 
head, then I preſaged her death, which within a few moneths after 
fell out inthis manner: I was glad that I had an opperturity to know 
whether there were any thing certain in theDoQrine of Spirits, of 
which there was ſo much talk. Dimmeras de Raet, together with his 
wite, dwelt at #trecht, whether they fled long before for fear of the 
Plague ; I writ to: him again, not to come home before Winter ;

You may read alſs 
the jejune opinion of P/e/li, who is of the ſame mind with Carda-

But all ſeem 
to be deceived, who would underſtand the nature of things our of 
nature by their gatural ingeny ; therefore in this caſe let it ſuffice 
in theſe things, of which we can have no certainty, to believe the 
Scripture, which as to the form, quantity, ſubſtance, aRions, &c.

by Antidotes, the marter of the Swelling being diſperſed : hut this 
holds not, when the Swelling goes away before the Diſeaſe be over- 
come , for then it is very dangerous. We would nor give the Pa-, 
tient any thing to Purge him before the Diſeaſe was Cured: For, 
we never found, that the Patients"beins bound prejudiced him , 
but Evacuations that way ( though by Glifters ) proved dange-

His Sick Perſon was very obfervant of my Diret&tions, and a 
: & true Patient, which few are 3 for ſhe would do nathing with- 


out my Advice. When ſhe was not refreſht with the ficit Swear, I 


cauſed her to be kept in a moderate heate and ſweat to the fourth 
day , hoping that Nature would (by Swellings or Boy!es) ttruft out 
the Poyfon : buty ſhe was very weak that day, and there was no 
change followed : and when I ſaw no Crilts upon that dayy I fully 
expected one upon the ſeventh day ; therefore I wiſhed her to be of 
Sood cheery and to continue in that breathing Sweat untifl the ſe- 
venth day, and, that ſhe would find the Diſeale would change : ſhe 
was very obſervant of my Dire&ions, although ſhe was in much an- 
Suiſh, and ſhe patiently indured her Sweat uncill che ſeventh day , 
notwithſtanding the noyſomenels of* it, for ſhe ſhifted not her ſelfe 
all that while : for, I told her that it was very dangerous to ſhift 
her ſelf, but, that no damage would accrew by induring the noy=- 
ſomeneſs of the ſmell of the Sweat : And, although on the ſeventh 
day ſhe found no alteration, yet ſhe willingly continued in that 
_ till the ninth day, though the ſeventh day ſhe was worſe than 
ore. 

If any Feaver had been in this time, ſhe might know then chat ſhe 
had taken the Infe&tion, though there ſhould no ligne appear : for 
many times (though at the firſt) nothing of the Plague appeares, 
yet it tirmes to it in a few houres. Though this feldome happens, as 
both M.ntanm and Foreſtus ſay , There are alundance of continaed 
Feavers, ſome Tertian, &Cc. which quickly turne to the Plague : There- 


fore I judge it very good to Adminiſter Phyſick, as if it were the | 


Plague ; and not toſtay until! ftrength failes,and the Diſeaſe growes 
deſperate: For, if you negle& at firſt, the Venome will be ſo 
rooted in the Heart, that Medecines will do no good : for we muſt 
not ſtay from Oppugning this Enemy untill he comes out of his 

H lurking 
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lurking places, and openly appears : nor leave off untill you have 
enenr rrvee him, we inthis Cure did. - 
. But it ſeldome comes to paſs in others as in this Patient , that no 
Symptomes ſhould appear of the Plupte-before the Critical day : 
for, although neither Carbuncles, Swellings, nor any Tokens do ap- 
r, we are not preſently to conclude (as the Common People do) 
at they have not the Plague : for it may lye hid a long while be- 
fore it appears to be the Plague : and many times the Malignity of 
the Poyſon kills, before it appears, as it is generally known : for in 
. divers, the firft time ſuch outward Symptomes , is after they 
are dead : and many times ſtrength is ſo weak, that it cannot expel 
the Venome to the outward Parts. . |
